THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA- 
TIONS TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 


3xp OF OCTOBER 1890. 


Ar the end of the previous week the depression which had commenced off the Circars 
was in the Central Provinces, but had ceased to move in a westerly direction, and at the 
beginning of the present one was moving to the east-north-east. Its influence in Bengal, 
even when furthest west, was apparent in the easterly winds and general rainfall, but, as from 
its commencement, wind velocity was — low. On Saturday the 27th tho area of 
lowest pressure was partly over Chutia Nagpur where pressure was falling briskly, and as 
there was a general rise elsewhere, the depression diminished very little in intensity. Winds 
wore south-west or south in Lower Bengal, and were beginning to get stronger at the head 
of the Bay and at some of the stations in South-West Bongal. Moderately heavy rain fall 
over the whole province on this day, but in the south-east as well as in Orissa weather was 
improving, and very little rain fell after the first day of the week. On Sunday the 28th, pres- 
sure had risen rapidly at the western stations, and the depression was rapidly filling up, but 
being now well over woather was more unsettled, especially in Behar and No: 5 
where very heavy rain was falling. Lowest pressure from being between 29°6 and 29°65 was 
over 2975 inches, and moderate southerly winds were blowing in all districts except North 

and Behar, where north-oast winds of considerable strength continued. As the depression 
was filling up, thunderstorms with heavy local falls of rain became general over almost the whole 
province, especially in the north-east corner. One of these gave stormy winds at Mymensingh, 
and seems to haye been somewhat of the nature of a tornado. On the 29th lowest pressure 
was again over the Circars, but the distribution was rapidly changing, and by the end of the 
month became very uniform with a diffused low-pressure area covering the whole of the Bay, 
with a faint indraught across the coast. Light scattered showers fell in Orissa and Chutia 
Nagpur on the 30th, but elsewhere rain had almost entirely ceased. The tendency to greater 
iformity continued on the \st of October, and the light winds changed from east to west. 
except in Assam, one apparent result of which was the commencement, of rainfall in North 
Bengal, brought by local storms due to the interaction of these opposing currents. Up to the 
end of the week these showers were confined to North Bengal and were generally light, 
rarely exceeding one inch. 
ressure was about ‘2 inch below the normal at Hazaribagh and Dehree at the begin- 
ning of the week, when there was considerable increase in steepness of the gradients over 
Bengal owing to a brisk fall in Chutia ty and a brisk riso in the eastern districts, the 
relative change being about *15 inch. rapid rise occurred in Chutia Nagpur and 
South Behar on the 28th, exceeding 22 inch at Dehroo, and though rising over the whole 
provinces, the rate diminished rapidly towards the east. The rapid rise continued in the 
central districts on the 29th, and the area of lowest pe was forced southwards as far 
as the Circars, after which pressure rose slowly until the distribution was very uniform 
over Bengal and the Bay. Mean pressure for the week differs very little from the normal, 
and is generally above by varying amounts under ‘02 inch. ° 

Temperature was very low while the disturbed conditions lasted, and it recovered 
rapidly after the skies cleared during the latter half of the week. Tho means are all below 
the normal, defect being 5:5° in South Behar, 4:9° in North Behar, 3°8° in Chutia Nagpur, 
3*6° in North, Bengal, 1:8° in South-West Benes, 1-2° in Orissa, and -4° in Hast Bengal, the 
southern part of which was but slightly affected od depression. Some very low minimum 
‘temperatures were recorded during the week, tho lowest being 648° in Chutia Nagpur, 65°6° 
in North Bengal, 66°5° in Behar, and between 71° and 72° in Lower Bengal. On the 27th

3. The interest taken by Municipalities and District Boards in the 
charitable medical institutions placed in their charge is favourably noticed 
by the Inspector-General,.who at the same time comments on the indifference 
shown by many local Committees in the control of their dispensaries. His — 
Honour is of opinion that the ——— the medical officers attached to the 
various dispensaries has much to do with this, but would at the same time impress 
on the Chairmen and members of local bodies the importance of supervision and 
encouragement in the case of institutions of such practical usefulness as these, 
and would remind them that the remarks recorded by unofficial visitors in the 
inspection-books provided for the purpose are often of the greatest service to 
the authorities in — ——— defects und detecting abuses. Sir Steuart Bayley 
regrets to notice that although there was an improvement in the figures of the 
number of inspections made by Civil Surgeons, there are still a large number 
of dispensaries which are only visited once instead of twice in the year.

_ The proportion of persons treated, both indoors and out of doors, to popu- 
lation is very low, and it is only in a few exceptional areas that it touches 3 per 
cent., the total for the —— being in 1889 1,208,824 persons treated out 
of a population of 69,536,861, or 1:73 per cent. But, on the other hand, it may 
be added that the returns from dispensaries are becoming more accurate year 
by year, and the steady increase in numbers, in spite of the elimination of many 
fictitious returns of large attendance, is clearly a matter for congratulation.

7. Very few cases of small-pox are treated in dispensaries, although the 
disease continues to be prevalent in several districts. Cholera is dealt with in 
almost all such institutions, but they are not sufficiently large or adequately 

uipped to deal with anythin —— to an epidemic of this disease. 
The number of cases. of vate 8 fever increased from 202,933 in 1887 to 
232,582 in 1889, and in the latter a formed a ct, of 19°24 of the 
total number of cases treated. This disease is most prevalent in the Burdwan, 
Presidency and Rajshahye Divisions. The proportion of cases of malarial fever 
in the Presiden Disison has increased from 26°68 per cent. in 1887 to 30°28 
per cent. in 1889. On this subject Dr. Hilson remarks— 

“ Malarial fevers are’ not more common in Bengal than in other Indian provinces, but © 
—— iarity that they are usually of a more severe and fatal type, which is

The Inspector-General shows that very few lepers resort to charitable dis- 
pensaries for relief, the average number treated in these institutions in the past 
three years being only 2,525. His general remarks on the nature of the disease 
and its contagious and —— properties are of great value as showing 
how much remains to be done before it can be asserted with any confidence 
that the disease is understood, or that it can be effectively dealt with by 
segregation even of the strictest kind. 

8. The increase in the number of surgical operations is very satisfactory, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Dr. Hilson in thinking that success- 
ful operative surgery is greatly Sa Somes by the poorer classes, and that 
the — of major operations by qualified Assistant Surgeons adds much 
to the popularity of mofussil dispensaries. The very large attendance at the 
Chupra and Monghyr dispensaries, where the Assistant Surgeons, the late Babu 
—— Nath Bose and Babu Upendro Nath Sen, especially distinguished them- 
selves by their success in surgical work, tends to support this view, and His 
Honour hopes that every encouragement will be given to such medical sub- 
ordinates as may show good results in the exercise of this branch of their 
profession, These remarks more especially apply to cases of cataract, and there 
can be no doubt that success in restoring failing sight has great influence on 
the popular mind. ; :

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The variations in the a shown as closing balance on 31st December 
and opening balance on Ist January are fully — by Dr. Hilson, and are 
due to the correction of the accounts of various dispensaries at the close of the 
year. The figures are very satisfactory, and show that these medical charities 
are well and liberally supported and are in a flourisbing financial position, 
The total amount of the subscriptions, both from Europeans and Natives, has 
largely increased, and municipal and local bodies deserve the Inspector- 
General’s congratulations on the co-operation of the general public that these 
figures disclose. 

The increase in expenditure is inevitable in the face of the extension of 
medical aid to the poorer classes, and Dr. Hilson notices with regret that. in 
many cases a laudable desire for economy has led to restriction of the pay of 
the officers employed to that of the lowest e of Assistant Surgeons—a form 
of economy which is open to criticism, It is, however, not improbable that in 
some cases not more than this scale of pay can really be afforded, and that an 
effort is made in order to obtain the services of an officer of qualifications 
superior to those of a Hospital Assistant. The whole question of the appoint- 
ment of officers to the control of dispensaries has lately been in brought 
under the consideration of Government, and it will be at Dawe ealt with

The present report is the first which has been submitted under the 
triennial system introduced by the orders of the Government of India, No. 4417 
of 23rd Anges 1887, statistical information only with brief explanato 
notes having supplied in the two previous years. The Acts under whic 
the stamp revenue was collected during the period under review were the 
Indian Stamp Act I of 1879 and the Court-fees Act VII of 1870 as modified 
by subsequent enactments. Under the orders of the Government of India, the 
copying fee has been reduced from four to three annas per folio from Ist April 
1890. From Ist April 1888 the rate of discount on the sale of court-fee stamps 
of all values above one rupee has been reduced from 3 pies to 14 pie per rupee. 
The other changes in the law and rules issued by Government are not of

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF SEPTEMBER 1890. 3 


Tux most notable features in the weather conditions during September are :— 


1. During a large part of the month lowest ure was over the Bay, and at times 
a trough of relatively low pressure extended from the head of the Bay in a northerly direc® 
tion over Bengal. Changes of pressure have seldom been large, and readings differed to any 
large extent from the normal only towards the end of the menth. 

2. The rainfall distribution was largely influenced hy the almost anent low- 
pressure area over the Bay, ially during the first half @f the, month, when very smali 
amounts were received; the defect in North Bengal and Behar being about 2 inches for 
both the first and second weeks. * — 

8. In ordinary years the western districts of Bengals > pi 
western current blowing across the Central Provinces, but, th t, though steady westerly 
winds blew over almost the whole of Bengal for several days at the beginning of the month, 
these winds were so dry that —* very scattered showers fell at that time. 

4. While the dry westerly winds were blowing in the early part of the month, and 
even after the ordinary easterly circulation recommenced, clear skies were general and tem- 
perature several degrees above the normal, but after the disturbed conditions commenced 
during the last ten days, a very rapid fall commenced, and some unusually low temper- 
atures were recorded, especially in Behar and North Bengal. 

5. As stated above, pressure was generally low over the Bay, but between the 13th 
and 19th, and again from the 22nd, the differences of pressure increased, causing what may 
be called the depressions of the month, the former being very shallow and local in its influence, 
but the latter of greater importance, because of the heavy rain received over the whole of 
Bengal, which was under its influence from the 22nd till the end of the month. 

From the Ist to the th lowest pressure was over North Bengal and North Behar, 
and a steady westerly current was blowing over almost the whole province as far east 
as the boundary of Assam, where the only showers at that time received in Bengal 
were probably caused by the meeting of this westerly current with that from the Assam 
valley. Day after day the stations in this corner reported rain, while elsewhere there was 
unusually dry, clear weather. On the 6th pressure was low over the Bay, and northerly 
winds were blowing in Orissa, but at inland stations light, variable breezes were general, or 
the westerly directions, which were gradually retreating, still obtained. Up’ till the 9th a 
trough of low pressure, extending from the centre of the Bay in a northerly direction, 
gradually drifted from east to west. During its p variable winds prevailed, but 
afterwards the ordinary monsoon circulation became established, viz., south or south-west in 
Lower Bengal and east or south-east in the northern districts. From the 9th to the 13th 
the distribution of ure was very uniform, and fine, clear weather prevailed in all 
— — North Bengal, where showers, sometimes heavy, were as general as earlier in 

@ month, 

Shallow depression from 13th to 19th.—On the 13th pressure began to fall in the north- 
west corner of the Bay, and a shallow depression formed, at first covering part of the Bay, 
Orissa, Chutia Nagpur, and the Central Provinces. After a further brisk fall of pressure 
it concentrated over Orissa on the 15th, where it practically remained till the 19th, When it 
filled up.

Pressure has been on an average below the normal by about two-hundredths of an inch 
at nearly all stations ; changes have gonerally been below a twentieth of an inch. There was 
a brisk to moderate fall during the two days, then a moderate rise for two days which 
gave a distribution very nearly normal, and on the last three a general slow fall. 

Temperature has below the normal in Assam and North Bengal, above the normal 
by less than half a degree in Lower Bengal, and above in Behar by about 1:5°. Changes have 
been very irregular, but generally small. 

Rainfall.—Almost all the rain of the week fell on Saturday the 4th, being caused by the 
thunderstopms which were so general on that day. The weather almost immediately 
became more settled, and during the rest of the week only a few light scattered showers fell 
in Eest Bengal, chiefly in Chittagong, Backergunge, and Noakhally ; in North B in the 
Oooch Behar and Darjeeling Hill Districts, and in Orissa to s the end of the week.

26. Famme Relief—A lump grant of Rs. 3,75,000 was provided in the — 
estimate under this head. The adjustment of charges between Provincial 
and Local Funds, which has been reported to Government, shows a debit of 
only Rs. 1,40,000 to Provincial, and this figure has been provisionally adopted as 
the approximate expenditure on this account. 

St Construction of Railwvys.—It was anticipated, when both the budget 
and the revised estimates were passed, that a net credit for Rs, 2,000 would be 
given to the Capital account of the Kawnia and Dharla State Railway, but 
the debits to “Capital” on account of the coal purchased for this section more 
than absorbed the credits arising out of the issue of stores to “ Revenue.”

The — 
ant-General has been instructed to take steps to prevent the recurrence of 
such arrears in future, and to see that the fixed annual grants to District 
Boards are regularly paid at the commencement of the year for which they 
are due, and not deferred till applications are made for them. 

32. Closing balance.— According to the revised estimates now adopted, — 
the closing balance of the past year amounts to Rs. 37,87,000 against i 
Rs. 35,39,000 anticipated by the Government of India when passing the estimate — 
for the current year.

The total hg i- 
ture pang iate education has risen during the year from Rs. 6,38,954 to 
Rs. 6,91,079, of which Government contributes a fraction over 40 per cent, In 
the Government colleges the total cost has also risen from Rs. 3,83,365 to 
Rs. 4,09,955, and the cost — — from Rs. 2,30,409 to Rs, 2,52,465. 
The annual cost of each student in a Government college increased from Rs. 233 
to Rs. 244, and the cost of his education to Government from Rs. 140 to Rs, 150. 
The increase in the Government expenditure is attributed partly to the absence 
of fewer officers than usual —— and partly to the loss of students and 
their fees—a loss from which all colleges suffered alike.

Simple rules for the transfer o pup in middle and 
primary schools, in the spirit of those approved by Government for high 
schools, are being framed. Having to these measures, the Lieutenant-

and is attributed to inaccurate ¢lassification. These figures are important 
enough to affect the total figures of the whole province, and have been referred 
to in a preceding graph. Where the number of schools has fallen off in 
consequence of the frequent and harassing delay in the payment by District 
Boards of the sums earned by gurus at the examinations, there should be no 
difficulty in rectifying this mismanagement, ‘Ihe expenditure on lower 
primary schools for native boys from all sources amounted to Rs. 20,13,050, of 
which the public funds contributed Rs. 3,81,377. The people therefore bear 
more than four-fifths of the total cost of the primary pathsalas. The falling off 
in the lower primary schools from 7,467 to 6,784 successful schools, and from 
20,617 to 17,614 successful pupils, is ascribed to several reasons. The Director 
appears to be disposed to regard the constant tendency to raise the standard

Tw last week’s report it was n conditions at the end of the week were favourabl® 
to the formation of a cyclonic storm in the Bay. Subsequent events have proved that a storm 
was then in the course of formation in the usual birthp'ace of these whirls in October —to the 
south-west of the Andamans. ‘The storm was a very small one, and its centre advanced 
much closer to the Burmah coast than is usual with storms advancing up tie Bay. On 





Baturday 18th, Sunday and Monday morning, no telegrams were received from Diamond — 


Island, and it illustrates tho extreme importance of that station from a storm-waruing point of 
view, that the telegram received on Monday afternoon ahout 3-40 immediately indicated the 

of a storm of which the ordinary coast stations (Bassein observations being wanting) 
gave no indications other than might be characterized as “ suspicious.” ‘The whirl ou Monday 
at 8 a.m. was approaching the isurmah coast, but curved off and advanced in a north- 
westerly direction and apparently made for the coast of the Oircars, as is usual with Ootober 
storms. ‘I'here was, however, a trough of low — extending from Mymensingh, through 
Dacca and Barrisal, out into the Bay, and as the barometer was very high behind the Circars 
coast, the whirl was forced up in the direction of the Sunderbuns, which it crossed on the 
morning of 22nd at 10 a.m. 

Pressure at the beginning of the week was relatively highest in Madras and lowest in 
North Bengal. A, very rapid fall took place on Saturday over the whole eastern and 
northern area, and a brisk fall at all places in the south-east except Negapatam and Trin- 
comalee. ‘This was followed by a series of very small irregular changes on Sunday and a 
rapid recovery on Monday. especially in Burmah, behind the depression, ‘his feature was 

more pronounced on Tuesday as the depression advanced up the Bay, and became the 
dominant factor of the weather in Bengal. On Wednesday morning it advanced across the 
coast, the lowest pressure recorded being 29°900" at Saugor Island. On Thursday morning it 
wasbetween Jessore and Dacca, lowest prossure recorded being 29 858” at Furreedpore and sub- 
sequently it began to fill up rapidly, spreading itself out rigs low-pressure area extending 
from Jalpaiguri, through Vhubri, up i to Silchar. Whilst the recovery was taking place 
behind the depression in Bengal, the barometer was falling slowly in Madras, and the 
distribution approximating more nearly to the ordinary cold weather conditions. 

Tem has been governed to a yery great extent by the depression, and, as might 
be expected, was below the normal of the season. ‘his defect, however, was due almost 
entirely to low maximums, for minimums were in few cases below the normal, and at the end 
of the week were decidedly above the average all over the province. All this was due of 
course to the unusually damp weather. 

Rainfall bas been reported from few stations except those in the immediate path of the 
small storm. ‘Lhe stations chiefly affected were Noakholly (427), Mymensingh (3°77"), 
Furreedpore (347"), and Jessore, Dacca, Oommilla, and Burrisal, each of which received 
over two inches, The only very heavy fall in twenty-four hours was 3:07" at Mymensing 
on the 23rd. / 

Humidity and cloud. proportion were very high for the seuson at the beginning of the 
week, but rapidly decreasing at the end. 

Weather during the week was entirely subject to the depression. It has cleared the air, 
passed away and let conditions very favourable for an early cold season.
